th e bill to repeal the federal election 
laws. 
W hen the debate on the Wilson 
bill closed in the house Saturday night 
there rem ained upon the desk of Chair­ 
m an Richardson seventy-seven am end­ 
m ents. 
It w ill be practically impossi­ 
ble for all or m any of these to reach a 
position w hence they can receive a t­ 
tention unless some ^modification of 
the present m ethod of consideration is 
made. 
There will probably be some 
change by w hich either the

allotted for discussion of each am end­ 
m ent will be lim ited or by w hich the 
w ays and means com m ittee will be 
placed in control and no am endm ents 
proposed except such as m eet its ap­ 
proval —in other words become com­ 
m ittee am endm ents. 
Vigorous efforts w ill likely be made 
to restore coal to the dutiable list, the 
am endm ent of duty ranging from 25 
to GO cents a bushel. 
An organized 
m ovem ent to effect this change has 
been made and representatives of the 
transportation and m ining interests 
have been hard a t w ork in W ashington 
to secure votes. 
T here is every indication th a t w hen 
th e bill comes to a vote on the 29th 
in s t it w ill receive th e support of 
every dem ocratic and populist mem­ 
ber, w ith possibly a t the outside a 
h alf dozen exceptions. 
In the senate there will be a slight 
relaxation of the program in order to 
perm it of the delivery of a speech on 
th e subject of our H aw aiian relations 
by Senator Cullom of Illinois. 
The 
discussion of this subject may take an 
interesting turn, and intrench more 
upon the tim e set for the consideration 
of the election law repeal bill. Except 
by unanim ous consent, however, the 
discussion of H aw aiian affairs m ust be 
confined to the m orning hours of the 
week, and the regular topic for debate 
will be the elections bill. 
Speeches on 
this bill w ill be made by Senator Hig­ 
gins of New Jersey, Hawley of Con­ 
necticut, Lodge of M assachusetts, and 
Frye of Maine, w hile Senators Hoar 
and Cnandler stand ready to partici­ 
pate in th e debate a t any m om ent if 
necessary. 
A vote is not expected this 
week.

flavor' for cakes one was unable to 
detect any flavor except lemon and 
orange. 
Her patent machines for 
mixing, 
sterilizing, 
and 
canning 
cake, for which she received $2,000 
w orth 
of stock and a directorship, 
stood unused in a dark corner of the 
building, 
The company bought a 
large lot of m aterial for canning and 
boxing cake, but none of it was used. 
C anned an d B o x ed C ake 
N ot U sed. 
Tw o large closets in the building 
w ere packed w ith canned cake and 
p ’utn-pudding, which Mrs. 
Palm er 
had sterilized and packed in New York 
and turned over to the company as 
p a rt of her contract. 
Mrs. W hitford 
opened several boxes and showed th a t 
th e contents were speiled,and revolting 
to the taste. 
She expressed her belief 
th a t they were dangerous to health. 
She offered proof to this by relating 
an incident. 
Some tim e ago a colored 
m an, holding a responsible place in 
th e bakery 
was taken violently ill, 
and remained so for a week, hard y 
expected to live. For two weeks long­ 
e r he was complaining. 
When he got 
well he confessed th a t his illness was 
produced by eating one of Mrs. Palm ­ 
e r’s canned plum puddings, which she 
had given him.

THE MURDER TRIAL IS NEAR­ 
ING ITS CONCLUSION. 


States Medical Testimony In Rebuttal 
Put in Today—The Physicians Stand 
By Their Former Declarations and 
Deny the Statements Made By the 
Defenses’ Experts. 
Friday will probably see the Ashton 
murder case in the jury’s hands. This 
is the calculation at present and un­ 
less new witnesses are found or some­ 
thing of 
that 
unforseen 
nature 
happens the case will end on that day. 
This morning’s session was devoted to 
the state’s 
medical 
testimony in 
rebuttal to that of the defense. 
Dr. 
Henry Palmer was the first witness. 
Assuming that the body was removed 
in the manner described the compres­ 
sion of the ribs could not cause a dis­ 
location of the right clavicle in the 
manner described without producing 
additional violence to adjacent parts, 
fracturing bones and 
tearing | the 
tissues he said. 
If the rope had been 
bound about the body in such a way 
as to produce contusion the marks 
would come where the rope pressed 
against the body the principal places 
being 
at 
the 
juncture 
of 
the 
shoulders, muscles under the arms, 
at 
the 
ribs 
compressing 
the 
chest 
and 
if 
continued 
would 
cause the ribs to break. 
Pressure ap­ 
plied in that way could not move the 
ribs in any way but a downward one. 
The witness further stated that he 
had made experimental dislocations of 
the clavicle and in forty cases that he 
had attempted there was no success­ 
ful one. 
He had also made experi­ 
ments with a rope, where the body 
was suspended and the force applied 
to the hips. 
A pressure 
of 1700 
pounds produced a fracture of three 
ribs on one side and one on the other: 
another test fractured the sternum in 
addition, while still another test with 
the rope tied under the 
arms and 
passing over the shoulders fractured 
the upper end of the sternum 
and 
clavicle. 
The pressure varied from 
1700 to 2100 pounds. 
G ot 
N o 
D islocation s. 
“ With the rope in that condition in 
no instance was the clavicle dislocated 
at either end. The discoloration on the 
neck could not have been caused by 
capillary attraction, unless the laws 
of nature were overcome. In his judg­ 
ment the traction of the rope could 
not raise the rope over the right clav­ 
icle. On cross-examination Dr. Palmer 
stated that an adult man could volun­ 
tarily compress his shoulders; for in­ 
star ce in getting into the small door 
of the cistern, about three inches. 
“ Can you do it, doctor?” asked Mr. 
Hyzer. 
“ Yes sir.” 
“ Will you?” 
“ Yes sir.” 
The experiment resulted in the doc­ 
tor’s narrowing his shoulders between 
two and *hree inches with the imper­ 
fect measure of a tape line passed over 
the chest to measure with. 
Dr. J. B. Whiting, Dr Ludwig Heck- 
toen and Dr. Walter Kempster corrob­ 
orated Dr. Palmer.

Robert Stone suggested that 
they get some one to help them out 
and they decided to get Ashton. 
“ I tried to get bim to come,” said 
Mr. Stone, “ but he didn't want to and 
when he did come he didn’t want to 
stay.”

telephones to the public at much less 
cost than the annual rental of any re­ 
liable telephone in the market. 
The 
Northwestern will either sell the tele­ 
phones outright or they will come here 
and establish an exchange, just as the 
public may demand. 
It is evident 
that with the annulling of the Bell 
telephone patents there will be many 
innovations in the telephone service. 
Mayor Thoroughood is corresponding 
in relation to this matter and intends 
giving the people of Janesville the 
best possible service for the least 
amouut of money. 
It is for this pur­ 
pose that he is witholding his signa­ 
ture from the franchise passed by the 
council on Monday evening last. 
W ill N ot 
F igh t th e C ouncil. 
“ Seme people are accusing me cf 
being interested in some other com­ 
pany, and that I refuse to sign the 
franchise for this reason only,” said 
the mayor this morning. 
“ I want to 
emphatically deny this charge. At the 
same time I want it distinctly under­ 
stood that I am not going to have any 
dispute with the common council, 
lf 
it »s passed, however, it must be on 
their responsibility. 
In my opinion 
this franchise was put through the 
council in too much of a hurry. 
Even 
the committee had no opportunity to 
consider it themselves. 
Monday,after 
the committee had been in session 
with the representative of the com­ 
pany, they adjourned until evening for 
the purpose of a farther consideration 
by themselves with a full committee. 
The representative 
of 
the 
com­ 
pany crowded into the committee 
room and hung on until the committee 
returned. 
I do not believe any mem­ 
ber of the council is knowingly will­ 
ing to grant a franchise for the occu­ 
pation of our streets without reserving 
some rights. 
Now I am reliably in­ 
formed that the Wisconsin Automatic 
Co., is merely a speculative concern, 
owning patents that may be the best 
for all I know; but they obtsin fran 
chises for the sole purpose of specu 
lation.” 
P eop le B u ild th e L ines. 
•‘They do not bind themselves to 
construct or put up a line or instru­ 
ment in this or any other city, but 
leave this to the people, or those who 
take stock or bonds in their local com- 
comp&nv, the company selling or rent­ 
ing the instrument similar to the Bell 
company. 
“ I shall request the fire and water 
committee to reassemble for the pur­ 
pose of giving this further considera­ 
tion, and hearing what other compa­ 
nies are willing to do when the Bell 
patents expire. 
After such considera­ 
tion if the committee and the common 
council still think it is all right to 
pass this franchise as it is, then I will 
sign it, but until I am convinced that 
the people are to be benefitted my sig­ 
nature as mayor will be there under 
protest. 
There are a number of tele - 
phone organizations in the country, 
all apparently warring each other,and 
I believe we n ay reap some benefit if 
we are not in too much of a hurry to 
catch the first that comes our way.”
